Testing Watered Milk. 


G. Knappe (Chem. & Drugg., 1914, p. 
376) gives the following method for rapid- 
ly proving the addition of water to milk: 
10 Cc. of the suspected milk are placed in 


a reagent tube and curdled by adding one 
drop of rennet and placing the tube for 
about two minutes in a water-bath at 35°- 
40° C. The whole is then poured on to a 
very fine wire strainer, and the _ liquid 
drained off into a glass tube graduated in 
cubic centimeters, the curd being pressed 
with a glass rod. The curd still retains 
a certain quantity of liquid, but very use-. 
ful relative values can be obtained, as, on 
account of its simplicity, the process can 
be carried out always under the same con- 
ditions. From the author’s experience, 
water has certainly been added if more 
than 8 Cc. of liquid is obtained.

THE PROHIBI- We are informed 


TION MOVE- that a very goodly 
MENT AND percentage of the 
PHARMACY. pharmacists in the 


land favor the pro- 
hibition movement which is sweeping 
the entire civilized world (Russia in- 
cluded), and that this interest is not 
wholly prompted by unselfish mo- 
tives. It is rumored, in fact the ru- 
mor is very pronounced, that the 
druggist hopes to gain _ financially 
through the victories of the prohibi- 
tionists. We hope that the rumor is 
without foundation in fact. However 
we are prompted to quote the words 
of William F. Woodward of Portland, 
Oregon, taken from the “Oregonian” 
of Dec. 4th. We intend this as a 
warning, not necessarily as a state- 
ment of fact to be, either: here or 
elsewhere: 


“Already, it is said, many ‘drug 
stores’ will open in anticipation of the 
harvest to be garnered. Our legisla- 
tors should leave no such loophole— 
give to the decent druggist and his 


calling an opportunity to hold and re- 


tain the confidence and esteem of his 
fellow men. Kill out and prevent the 
booze-seller who would masquerade 
under the title of an inherently hon- 
orable calling. 


“That is what was done in Kansas 
during the first years of prohibition 


in that State. A ‘Kansas’ drug store, 


so-called, was not a drug store, but a 
‘drug whisky shop.’ The proprietor 


would put in stock $50 worth of drugs 


and $2000 worth of whisky; put on 
his front windows, ‘Prescriptions care- 
fully compounded,’ and ‘Cut rate drug 
store, then opened up his soul-de- 
stroying business and as Mr. Wood- 
ward intimates, these disreputable 
whisky holes, which they misnamed 
drug stores, brought more or less dis- 
repute upon the druggists who did a 
fair and honorable drug business. 

“It required years and years for 


the State to get rid of these drug 


store pests, but they finally ‘bit the 
dust.’ 
“Tt is altogether likely that Oregon 
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will have some such whisky drug 


stores (and we are inclined to believe > 


she has some of them already), and 
Oregon can learn from Kansas how to 
get rid of them. Doing away with 
saloons was an easy job as compared 
with eradicating the ‘Kansas drug 
store.’ ” 


THE COLLEGE The College of 
GRADUATION Pharmacy gradu- 
PREREQUISITE. ation prerequisite 

to the practice of 
pharmacy is favored by the editor of 
the Drug Clerk’s Journal, G. H. C. 
Moffat. This is a hopeful sign. THE 
PaciFIC PHARMACIST has favored and 
urged this all important requisite from 
the very first and from the very first 
met the very persistent opposition of 
the California State Board of Phar- 
macy and even on the part of those 
who claimed to be educators in phar- 
macy. It is high time for the pharma- 
cists of the State of California, and 
elsewhere for that matter, to wake up 
to the necessity of better qualifica- 
tions to practice pharmacy. ‘The col- 
lege graduation prerequisite should 
have prevailed throughout the United 
States long ago. We sincerely hope 
that the progressive pharmacists of 
California will see to it that the col- 
lege graduation prerequisite will carry 
with the next legislative session and 
that there will be a clearly defined 
statement of the college qualifications. 
There are a number of so-called col- 
leges of pharmacy in the United 
States which are worse than no col- 
lege at all. We note that the West- 
ern Druggist still continues’ the 
propaganda against this fundamental 
qualification to practice pharmacy, for 
reasons best known to the journal. 
There is no sane and sound argument 
against the college graduation pre- 


requisite. A very complete argument in 


favor of the college graduation pre- 
requisite by Dr. Joseph Herb of San 
Francisco appears in this issue of, THE 
PaciFic PHARMACIST. It it worthy 
of careful study. 


THE NAR- There are in the 
COTIC EVIL. United States many 

persons who are 
slaves to the use of narcotic drugs. 
We make this statement based upon 
the reports of State boards of phar- 
macy, physicians, boards of health and 
the daily papers. These reports are 
undoubtedly reliable as far as giving 
some idea as to the prevalence of the 
evil. We must however not permit 
ourselves to become worked up about 
the reports that emanate from the 
daily newspapers, that great American 
source of misinformation. If the 
statements in the American dailies are 
correct, fully two-thirds of the men 
and women of the United States are 
addicted to the habitual use of some 
narcotic drug (tobacco not being in- 
cluded). We know that that is a 
gross misrepresentation. We can lay 
claim to the personal acquaintance of 
thousands of men and women residing 
in the United States and we cannot 
recall one single person in this circle 
of acquaintances of whom we can say 
with any degree of certainty that he 
or she is addicted to the use of any of 
the so-called habit-forming drugs 
(tobacco, coffee, tea and alcoholics 
excluded). We have met a few casual 
acquaintances who manifested all of 
the peculiarities of drug habitues and 
we have seen so-called drug fiends in 
sanitaria and have even met a few 
such unfortunates in the employ of a 
State board of pharmacy. It is these 
latter cases which prove the reality of 
the narcotic drug evil. But— 

Why this hysteria about the nar- 
cotic drug evil when as a fact only 
one person falls victim to the drug 
habit to every thousand that suc- 


cumbs to the tea, coffee, tobacco and 


whisky habits? As a rule the drug 
fiend has at least the decency to hide 
somewhere while he takes the dope 
and while he is under its influence, 
whereas the cigarette fiend spreads his 
nasty pollution in public, vitiating the 
atmosphere even for those who wish 
only to be allowed to breathe fresh 
and wholesome air. We fully believe 
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that every American citizen has a 
personal right and privilege to make 
any sort of a nuisance of himself as 
long as he keeps wholly to himself. 
However, no one has any sort of a 
right to make himself obnoxious to 
others, no matter whether these others 
are the majority or the minority. The 
user of tobacco should know that in 
every public place there are a con- 
siderable number of normal persons 
who object to the stench of a cigarette, 
a pipe or a cigar, and should wait with 
his purely personal gratification until 


he is sure that he is not making him- 
self highly obnoxious to others. We be- 
lieve that the New England blue law 
making it .a punishable offense to 
smoke tobacco nearer than ten miles 
to any human residence had its com- 
mendable features. The victim of the 
alcohol habit does not realize his con- 
dition when he wallows in his own 
pollution in the public streets and for 
this reason the law looks after him. 
The victims of tea and coffee work 
harm on themselves primarily and 
secondarily on those immediately 
about them, and it cannot be denied 
that coffee wrecks the nerves and tea 
ruins the digestion of many thousands 
each year. 


We believe in rational anti-narcotic 
legislation, but we also feel that we 
should give some attention to rational 
anti-tobacco and anti-saloon legisla- 
tion, later also directing attention to 
the use of tea and coffee. We have 
strong faith in properly conducted 
educational propaganda against the 
use of narcotics of all kinds and we 
regret that practically nothing is done 
along such lines excepting the mis- 
directed energies of the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union and simi- 
lar organizations. Educational prop- 
aganda must be rational and wholly 
in accord with fact. All misleading 
statements and exaggerations should 
be omitted from such propaganda and 
the effort should be nation wide. 


THE The end of the war is 
EUROPEAN not yet in sight. The 
WAR. advantages continue to 

be with the Germans. 
The true significance of the German 
raid on England is not known outside 
of the German admiralty. The at- 
tempt of the British on Cuxhaven 


was prompted entirely by the spirit of | 


retaliation and was wholly without 
results. The destruction of the Ger- 


man fleet under Count von Spee was 


wholly without significance, excepting 
that it caused a temporary lull in the 


destruction of British and French 


merchantmen. The “victory” (?) was 
of the character of which no true 
Englishman cares to boast and to the 
credit of the English it can be said 
that no boasts were made. 


‘The recruiting efforts in Ireland 
proved a complete failure and it may 
be said without fear of contradiction 
that the main reason for this failure 


is the Irishman’s innate desire to see 


fair play. Even though we are not an 
Irishman it strikes us that the blush 
of shame and humiliation must mantle 
the brow of the allies (excepting in 
those comrades in arms of the English 
and French who are so dark of skin 
that the blush cannot show through), 
firstly because of the combined at- 
tack made upon Germany and sec- 
ondly because in spite of this united 
effort and overwhelming superiority 
in numbers they have been getting 
the worst of the fight trom the very 
first. We are sorry for the Belgians, 
but we have no sympathy for the 
simple-minded dupe, King Albert. He 
should have known better than to 


place any reliance in the promises of- 


“nerfidious Albion.” France and Eng- 
land have tried to get the Japs to send 
an army into Europe to aid in fighting 
Germany, “for the sake of civilization.” 
Some day England, the prime insti- 
gator of the war of nations, will be 
called to a terrible accounting. 


It is almost self-evident that Ger- 


many contemplates an early invasion - 


of England. If this invasion termi- 
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nates successfully, the end of the war 
will follow soon thereafter. ‘There is 


the possibility of bringing England 


to terms by other means according 
to statements credited to High Ad- 
miral of the German navy, von Tir- 
pitz. 

The present effort of Germany ap- 
pears to be devoted to the fortifying 
of the territory already invaded. This 
strikes us as a most rational and 
reasonable procedure. We can see no 
good reason why Germany should 
make further attempts to penetrate 
foreign territory. Germany will no 
doubt fortify the entire frontier now 
under her control, converting the en- 
tire Germanic area into what might 
be considered an enormous fortress 
which the allies simply cannot capture 


or destroy, thus compelling them to 


raise the siege sooner. or later, leaving 
the entire German territory undis- 
turbed. Fortifying this enormous area 
and keeping out the “enemy” (the 
allies) does, however, not end the task 
of the Germans. Future peace for 
Germany must be secured and assured 
and this may be accomplished only 
through bringing England to terms, 
and this, as above suggested, will 
probably mean a successful invasion of 
that country or the destruction of her 
fleet.

STATE BOARD - son will appoint 


OF PHARMACY. an entirely new 

: Board of Phar- 
macy very soon. However, this has 
been rumored for several years and it 
is therefore just as well to give the 
matter no further attention. It is a 
fact, however, that the great majority 
of California druggists would like to 
see the old board dismissed, but the 
reasons for disliking the board are 
somewhat variable. Perhaps the ma- 
jority of druggists will find their feel- 
ing reflected in the following editorial 
from the Santa Cruz News of January 
Ist, 1915, which reads as follows: 


“That the personnel of the State 


Board of Pharmacy is to be changed 


entirely within a short time by the 
appointment of seven new members is 
the report current at Sacramento. It 
is good news. The public has re- 
volted at the methods employed by the 
present pharmacy board. It has been 
disgusted with the sending of spies 
and stool-pigeons to gather evidence, 
especially when they have tempted 


druggists to technical violations of the 
law by appeals to their humanity. 
Reputable druggists of Santa Cruz 
have been among those subjected to 
such contemptible deception. A man 
—sometimes a woman—would be sent 
in to a drug store with an agonizing 
story to tell, of pain and suffering and 
a request for just enough of opiates 
to afford temporary relief. If soft- 


hearted enough the druggist would 


comply, only to find himself under ar- 
rest on complaint of the man he had 
helped. Sometimes a woman ‘de- 
tective’ would represent herself as a 
trained nurse and rush into a drug 
store for a mite of morphine ‘to re- 
lieve the pain of a man with a broken 
leg. Next day she would swear out > 
a complaint against the druggist for 
dispensing a poisonous drug without a 
physician’s prescription. 

‘Such ‘frame-ups’ to secure evidence 
disgusted the communities in which 
they were executed and public sym- 
pathy usually went to the parties . 
accused. Other methods employed by 
deputies of the pharmacy board were 
extremely brutal. Not long ago a 
deputy jumped on the face of an 
accused Chinaman and left him ap- 
parently dead. Over in Salinas the 
other night deputies of the State board 
chopped in a roof with axes in the 
search for contraband. These acts 
might be excused on one pretext or 
another, but the plots to induce law- 
breaking so as to collect fines from the 
victims seemed entirely out of place 
in a free commonwealth as well. as 
discreditable to an upright State com- 
mission. If the Governor fires the 
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whole crowd he will do the State a 
service for which we shall thank him.” 

We agree with the above criticism 
in a general way only, at the same 
time admitting that the present Board 
has been very active in getting after 
the traffickers in opium and other nar- 
cotics. It is the duty of the Board 
to use every legitimate and fair means 
to apprehend the real offenders and 
to bring about their punishment. The 
method of inducing the commission of 
an offense by trickery and fraud is not 
right and should not be permitted, 
especially if this trickery is practiced 
upon the innocent and those who are 
carrying on a wholly legitimate busi- 
ness. In partial defense of the conduct 
of the present Board it may be stated 
that it is sometimes not a _ simple 
matter to distinguish between the 
truly innocent and the real offender. 
It is stated on fairly good authority 
that some of the most innocent look- 
ing drug stores in California are guilty 


of illegitimately trafficking in mor- 


phine, chloral and other narcotics. 
However that may be, in our estima- 


tion a far more serious charge against 


the old Board of Pharmacy is their 
opposition to progress in pharmaceu- 


tical education as we have set forth | 


on numerous previous occasions. The 
Board has been accused of formu- 


lating, adopting and enforcing rules . 


primarily intended to add to the ex- 
chequer of said Board. Thus, it is 
said that the Board favors ignorance 
(regarding matters pharmaceutical) in 
the candidates who appear for exam- 
ination because that offers inducement 
for paying more examination fees. Can- 


didates have tried two, three, four, five. 


and six times before they finally man- 
aged to get the required percentage to 
become an apprentice or a licentiate. 
Again there is the rule which compels a 
minimum of two examinations or the 
payment of two fees, before the can- 
didate may become a full-fledged licen- 
tiate. 
tion and feeing and the other repeated 
examinations made necessary through 
lack of knowledge of matters pharma- 
ceutical certainly tend to swell the ex- 


These enforced double examina-— 


chequer of the Board. Additional 
sources of revenue are fees from fines, 
the annual registration fees, etc. The 


Board spends all this money without 
giving an accounting to the public. The — 


present Board appears imbued with the 


idea that they are “in for life” which is 


a mistake. It is true that Governor 
Johnson failed in his sworn duty once, 
but we hope he will do what he can 
to correct this shortcoming of the first 
term of office. 


While we are on the subject of the 
educational requirements of pharmacists 
we wish to state that we are unalterably 
opposed to the carrying on of quizz- 
cram courses in pharmacy for Board 
examinations. Such courses are given 
in San Francisco, in Oakland and no 
doubt in other cities in California. Those 
who take these courses pay a good fee 
therefor and within a very short period 
of time they are informed that they are 
no doubt able to pass the next exam- 
ination, because, so they are further ‘in- 
formed, the quizzing has been along the 
lines of the questions generally asked 
by that particular Board. The question 
has been raised, do the quizz masters 
above referred to share the fees with 
the Board? We ask it to know. 


In making the above statements and 
criticisms we wish to explain that ab- 
solutely no personal animus is felt 
toward the present Board either col- 
lectively or individually. The Board 
has been faithful to their duty as they 
saw it, but we feel that a more pro- 
gressive Board would bring about a 
decided betterment in the pharmacy of 
the State of California. We need a 
Board which, in addition to the per- 


formance of the routine duties, will . 


bend every effort and use every influence 
to improve pharmacy professionally as 
well as commercially, not only in Cali- 
fornia but elsewhere in the United 
States. 


AMERICAN No one can deny 
HELPLESSNESS that the great Eu- 
AND LACK OF .ropean war is the 
INITIATIVE. opportunity for 

| starting new in- 
dustries in the United States. The 
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war .will not last forever, nor will it 
even last much longer. The chances 
are that peace will prevail within 


another six months and we hope that 


it will come even sooner than that. 
In the meantime what has the United 
States done to take advantage of the 
opportunities along the line of manu- 
facture and the development of other 
desirable and legitimate home indus- 
tries? The United States as repre- 
sented by Congress has done abso- 
lutely nothing, and by the way, we 
would like to know if Congress has 
ever directly aided or encouraged the 
development of any new and desirable 
industry, excepting perhaps in a few 
cases where the proposed new industry 
was backed by large financial interests. 
Private individuals and the technical 
press have indeed discussed the situa- 
tion and have made recommendations, 
but so far no logical plan of action 


has been formulated. It has been 


recommended that American manu- 
facturers produce high grade chem- 
icals, but no one has told us how this 
may be done. It has been recom- 
mended that the United States grow 
drug plants of high quality, but how, 
when and where is still unsolved 
(excepting in the case of tea and 
belladonna). It is indeed much to be 
regretted that Congress does not in- 


vestigate and exploit the possible new 


industries of the United States. We 
are of opinion that properly qualified 
investigating committees, empowered 
by Congress, should at all times be at 
work investigating the resources of the 
United States, making recommenda- 
tion to Congress from time to time. 
Such committees should be composed 
of the highest specialists in the several 
departments of economic endeavor. 


WHO SHALL The feeling engen- 
SELL THE dered among the 
ARSENICAL _ grocers and pharma- 
ANT PASTE? cists because both 

wish to handle the 
arsenical ant pastes which are in such 
large demand in the State of Califor- 


nia, particularly since the advent of the 
Argentine ant, is largely prompted by 
the question of profits from sales. The 
grocers argue with some show of sound 
reason, that inasmuch as these prep- 
arations are known to be poisons 
and properly labeled with specific in- 
structions as to how to use them and 
furthermore since grocers have sold | 
this and similar poisonous household 
preparations for ages past, they should 
be allowed to continue in that com- 
mon competitive commercial privilege. 
This appears to be rational argument 
when looked at as a mere business 
transaction but it appears that there 
is another viewpoint. What are the 
legitimately ethical articles for the 
grocer and druggihst respectively? It 
cannot be denied that the druggist is 
better prepared and qualified to handle 
and market poisons of all kinds. We 


question very seriously the advisability 


of allowing the grocer to handle any 
kind of highly toxic substance, no mat- 
ter what the intended use may be. 
Let the grocer stick to the recognized 
food products required in the house- 
hold and let the druggist assume the 
responsibility of handling the poison- 
ous chemicals and medicines of all 
kinds, including the patent and pro- 
prietary medicamenta. This appor- 
tionment would certainly be in the in- 
terest of the consumer and should be 
so adjusted by law.

THE COLLEGE PREREQUISITE. 
By JOSEPH HERB, Ph. D. 


Every business, every nation, every pro- 
fession, in fact, an organization of any 
kind, is submitted to changes, brought 
about by outside influences and must either 
adapt itself to changed conditions or get 
a setback, be crippled, and finally disap- 
pear. There was a time when tailors used 
to sew with the needle. Some day, the 
sewing machine made its appearance and 
revolutionized that trade. The same applies 
to the drug business. It has progressed, 
branched out and became more complicated 
from year to year, yet the official require- 
ments for the training of druggists have 
remained the same. Those who did acquire 
a more thorough education have gone after 
it by their own free will. 


The governments of all European coun- 
tries have gradually raised the require- 
- ments for graduation in pharmacy to meet 
the increased demands miade upon it, as 
time went on. The feeling that foreign 
countries have surpassed us in Pharmacy 
has already caused some States of the 
Union to make the attendance of a college 
of pharmacy compulsory before a State 
examination can be taken. A large frac- 
tion of the pharmacists of today are, prop- 
erly speaking, only vendors of drugs, as 
their main knowledge consists of selling 
goods over the counter. When actual 
knowledge is wanted, as in the scientific 
compounding of prescriptions, they give 
out. 

Prescriptions filled in different drug 
stores have sometimes a different aspect, 
although in every case the proper in- 
gredients were put in. Practical knowl- 
edge is necessary to understand the chem- 
ical changes which take place in many in- 
stances, when substances are mixed, and 
on the proper scientific way of mixing de- 
pends frequently the medical value of a 
compound. Inexperienced pharmacists are, 
for lack of training, be they proprietors 
or clerks, a menace to the public, as the 
physician does not get the maximum effect 
from his prescriptions and the public, as 
a consequence, not full value for the 
money. 

The question has been raised, if a phar- 
macist with a college education could fill 
a prescription better than the man who 
had obtained his knowledge by self study 
from books. The answer is “Yes.” Men 
of college breeding have a much more 
deep-rooted knowledge than the others. 


What ails the average ‘self-made phar- 
macist is, that he has only scant knowl- 
edge of certain branches of the profession 


on which he should be well versed. This 


applies in particular to synthetic remedies, 
the use of the metric system and phar- 
macognosy. | 

The study of chemistry from books 
without practical demonstrations leaves the 
student in doubt as to many details of this 
science and does not enable him to grasp 
the sense of complex formulas, upon 
which the newer or synthetic remedies 
are built up and whose knowledge in 
practical pharmacy is necessary to avoid 
misunderstandings. 

Pharmacists are sometimes seen in a 
pitiable plight, when a prescription comes 
in written in the metric system. Even if 
a set of metric weights is on hand, they 
are not able to use them because they can- 
not distinguish one weight from another. 
There is then a lot of figuring done, con- 
verting grammes into grains, drachms and 
ounces and inasmuch as only approximate 
or rounded up figures are used the obtained 
result is never correct. The clever use of 
a set of metric weights and measures in 
working prescriptions or formulas writ- 
ten in the metric system is the only safe 
and proper thing in such a case. A term 


in college bridges over such and many 


other difficulties. Having evolved from a 
delivery boy to the higher form of a drug 
clerk or proprietor without the interme- 
diate state of a college student, the net 
result is often a lack of confidence in the 
own ability and a dislike and disinclination 
to get up something which requires skilful 
manipulations. Hand in hand with this 
unwillingness to do things goes unclean 
working, dirty utensils, a disorderly pre- 
scription counter and a filthy storeroom. 
The consequence is, that extensive lines of 
pills, salves, elixirs, syrups, etc., which the 
college bred man makes himself, are 
bought on the outside and kept in stock,’ 
sometimes remaining in the store for a 
generation. It used to be a standing com- 
plaint on the part of physicians, that 
galenic preparations, dispensed on prescrip- 
tions, were of an uneven character. Self- 
made pills would be several times the size 
of others and ointments showed to the 
naked eye some of the powdered ingre- 
dients used in them.» But competition 
with the college trained man, who gave 
better service, has compelled more atten- 
tion and created a necessity for giving 
more satisfaction. The general improve- 
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ment caused by the influx into the profes- 
sion by a set of ambitious young men, 
filled with theoretical knowledge and 
armed with practical experience could be 
increased, if the training—college educa- 
tion—was made compulsory. Theory and 
experience are the two cornerstones of 
success. 


Knowledge sharpens the ability of ob- 
servation and is an inducement to think- 
ing. By a combination of both many im- 
portant discoveries were made, which re- 
sulted in an advancement of science. How 


can we expect to do our share towards 


the world’s progress, if drug clerks and 
proprietors are only a higher state of de- 
livery boys, porters and bottle washers! 
With most everything in the line of 
science and_ professional advancement 
coming from Europe, is it not plain, that 
the better training given to pharmacists 
there is responsible for the numerous medi- 
cines, synthetic remedies and proprietary 
compounds discovered and manufactured 
abroad and sold to us? “More brains” for 
our American pharmacists should develop 
a desire for research work, result in dis- 
coveries and the establishment of factories, 
incidentally increase the prosperity of the 
country and thus put dollars in our 
pockets. 


Druggists have a good general knowl- 
edge of chemicals and raw materials and 
are familiar with many technical manipu- 
lations. They understand to handle small 
quantities by correct weight and measure. 
A number of them are amply fit to fill 
positions as inspectors with the Pure. Food 
authorities, both State and Federal, as 
teachers in colleges and universities, as 
salesmen for drug; chemical or instrument 
houses, and as managers or superintend- 
ents in factories. The brainy pharmacist 
is gradually supplanting the so-called 
“practical man” in many industries, where 
“exact” working is taking the place of 
guesswork. Factories are employing today 
men as superintendents, who some time 
ago used to make potions, salves and 
pills. We find them in varnish factories, 
paint mills, plants for polishing materials, 
disinfecting or soap factories, etc. Phar- 
macy is drained of many of their best men, 
and such drain is natural and desirable. 
Compulsory college education would arouse 
the ambition of larger numbers of young 
men to branch out and take up some 
specialty, which might develop their ability 
and lead them in related industries to 
success and prosperity. 

The drug business seems to have arrived 
at a point where its future means the sur- 
vival of the fittest. In the East large 
corporations have sprung up with the ob- 


ject of absorbing the retail drug business 
in a similar way as has been done with 
the cigar business. The question is, if 
in the future we are all going to be the 
slaves of a trust or if we will be able with 
some little capital in our reach to acquire 
or open a store, live as independent indi- 
viduals and care for our wives and chil- 
dren as heretofore. The way to meet this 
emergency is, that we develop “individual- 
ity” through higher education. Every store 
should develop a line of “good” own 
specialties to give the business a_ sub- 
stantial backbone. With a good demand 
created for their own preparations and 
first-class service, druggists will be able to 
make it hard to enterprising financiers to 


corner the retail drug business. The public 


will patronize the store in which it has 
confidence, and buy preparations which 
have given satisfaction and are known for 
their intrinsic value. The more extensive 
this line of preparations is, the better for 
the druggist and also for his customers. 
The former gets the trade and the latter 
full value for the money. A line of meri- 
torious specialties in drug stores would do 
a great deal for the people and make it 
hard for the unscrupulous faker to market 
worthless preparations even in spite of ex- 
tensive advertising. 


An idea how desirable it is to encourage 
druggists along this line and raise their 
business ability to a level where they can 
get up preparations of merit, may be 
gained from the fact that a local (San 
Francisco) Chinese Herb Company orders 
labels for one delivery in quantities of 
20,000 (twenty thousand). These figures 
tell the whole story. How many a poor 
man Or woman is tempted to invest the 
last dollar in a package of such dope and 
how many consumptives cling with con- 
fidence and hopes on a cure-all of this sort 
and thereby lose the valuable time in 
which they still might be cured? Chinese 
Herbs is just one case in many. Such 
outrage on the public is mostly committed 
on the lower class of people, who earn 
their money by hard work and are most 
in need of it. The rich man consults a 
physician. If anything is liable to stop 
this pillaging, it is a well-trained druggist, 
who can answer a few questions to the 
public. Some way should be devised to 
eliminate this kind of robbery by un- 
scrupulous companies and individuals or 
at least to reduce it. A way to better this 
condition is a shake-up in the training of 
all pharmacists by the establishment of a 
college prerequiste. There is no use deny- 
ing that one of the reasons for the existing 
evil is the inability of the average present- 
day pharmacist to recognize such cases 
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of graft on the public, as his business 
intellect is not sufficiently developed along 
scientific lines. Today there are. still 
patent medicines on the shelves of drug 
stores, which come under the same head. 


A 10-oz. bottle of cotton seed oil is there | 


to retail for a dollar, the best thing for 
pregnancy. A solution of muriate of am- 
monia in cinnamon water 1:5 is sold as a 
lotion for a string of fifty or more dis- 
eases, and it is still fresh in the memory 
of San Francisco druggists how a faker 
put up 25 drops of oil of cassia under a 
fancy name to retail for 50 cents as an 
infallible remedy for warts. For years ex- 
tract of cod-liver oil remedies, in the shape 
of wines, elixirs or cordials, have been 
sold and recommended by druggists to 
represent all the active principles of cod- 
‘liver oil, when as a matter of fact there 
does not exist any such thing as an extract 
or active principle of this popular remedy. 


Few druggists have opened the eyes of 


their credulous customers and given them 
a pointer as to the remedy they really in- 
tended to buy, and that for the mere 


reason, that they unfortunately did not 


know any better themselves. To a lack 
of knowledge, as for instance, in the case 
of extract of cod-liver oil preparations, 
may be traced an actual loss of life, as 
those remedies are bought a good deal by 
persons afflicted with wasting diseases 
(tuberculosis), and while depending on the 
imaginative curative properties of the 
remedy, through loss of time pass from 
the curable to the incurable state. It is a 


matter of daily occurrence, that customers | 


question the druggist, if he knows some- 
thing about the particular patent medicine 
they intend to buy. Particularly is this 
the case in smaller towns and the country. 
A well posted druggist, who can give 
proper information, is certainly the good 
friend of the man of small means. It is 
only unfortunate that the patent medicine 
trust is in a-position to prevent the pub- 
lication of any knowledge of the composi- 
tion of patent medicines in the pharma- 
ceutical press by the threat to withdraw 
the advertisements of its members, but in 
the course of time a remedy will be found 
to overcome this. Druggists should be 
brought to a realization that they “must” 
know along “broad lines” what they sell 
and that this does not only apply to crude 
drugs and chemicals, but to proprietary and 
patent medicines as well. Of course the 
patent medicine combine is a _ pewerful 
organization and not particularly interested 
in seeing a lot of well trained druggists 
behind the counters. The less a druggist 
knows, the better for the patent medicine 
man. Ignorance buys the goods and makes 


them sell! 


An article published in the November 
1911 number of the Drug Clerk’s Journal 
by C. B. Whilden gives. a general idea 
what the opponents of a college prereq- 
uisite have to say. The following pas- 
sages are quoted from the article:

The majority, aye, the vast ma- 


| jority of these old disciples of Aesculapius, 


sturdy old pioneers in the art of drugs, 
never saw the inside of a college and yet 
potions were concocted, chemicals were 
combined and medicines mixed and ad- 
ministered to the suffering with perfect 


Such an aspirant has to take the 


same examination as the college man and 


pass it, before he can receive his certifi- 
cate of authority from the State; what 
matters it then, where or how he acquires 
the adequate knowledge, so long as he 


possesses it?” 


Some people speak as if the 
only education is that furnished by a col- 
lege or -university, yet how about the 
illustrious examples to the contrary?” 

Following this comes an extended list 
of men, including Benj. Franklin and W. 
M. Searby, who made a success in life 
without college graduation. 

The claim of the writer, that the ma- 
jority of druggists in the old days gave 


perfect satisfaction in spite of a lack of 


college training, may have been right at 
that time. At present, however, satisfac- 
tion is weighed by a different scale, as it 
was then. But those sturdy old pioneers 
he mentions sold oils, paints, hardware, 
glass, wall paper and many other things 
besides drugs and medicines. Satisfaction 
depended a good deal on that the pitch- 
fork, he sold, was well tempered, that 
the hammer was of good steel, that paints 
would stick well to the walls, that his 
pails and cans did not leak, that he had 
a good assortment of wall paper and that 
prices were right. Their long-bearded, 
venerable-looking faces are familiar to us 
from pictures in the daily papers, where 
they appeared in connection with testimon- 
ials recommending certain proprietary Sar- 
saparillas, Peruna and other “famous” nos-’ 


trums to the suffering humanity. 


The “old disciples of Aesculapius” did 
not have to worry about antitoxins, serums, 
active principles, alkaloids, gland or or- 
gano preparations and most of the syn- 
thetic remedies, as they were not yet dis- 
covered, and as long as they could tell 
a customer whose Sarsaparilla was sup- 
posed to be the best for the blood and 
whose liniment best for rheumatism, they 
gave “perfect satisfaction.” The whole 
present complex way of prescribing was 
not as yet the order of the day. 
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In days gone by colleges of pharmacy 
were few and mostly located at great dis- 
tances. Their value was then not recog- 
nized and college education seldom taken 
advantage of. At present, they are quite 
numerous and in easy reach. As the 
student can do relief work in his spare 
time, the cost of visiting them is moderate. 


Before the Pure Drug Laws went into 
effect druggists would buy only the cheap- 
est grade of drugs on the market, dis- 
regarding quality. Drug salesmen will 
confirm this. “Pure” drugs were almost 
unsalable to the retail druggist on account 
of the higher price. First quality essential 
oils and vegetable drugs could not be ob- 
tained in the average drug store at any 
price. Oil of peppermint with the menthol 
abstracted, precipitated sulphur 90 per cent. 
impure, black antimony without a trace 
of antimony in it, and others were the 
order of the day. The Pure Drug Laws 
have compelled druggists to do better, but 
a cry went up, denouncing the rise in 
prices, as the extensive adulterations were 
not suspected. The higher prices were 
due to the elimination of the adulterator, 
who reduced the quality to meet prices. 
How could the man, who never saw the 
inside of a college, know anyhow to what 
extent drugs were adulterated, when a col- 
lege is the only place where young men 
are made familiar with pure drugs and 
their adulterations by practical demonstra- 
tion! 


It must be admitted that a number of 
men, who stood out as bright lights in 
public and scientific life, never saw the 
inside of a college. They were geniuses 
and exceptions, but it will be remembered 
that the exceptions confirm the rule. It is 
left to imagination to figure out what those 
illustrious examples, who have accom- 
plished so much “without” college gradua- 
tion, might have done for mankind “with” 
a college graduation. 


It is true, that all candidates for the 
State Board of Pharmacy examinations— 
self-studied or college bred—have_ to 
answer the same questions, but this does 
not mean that they both are alike as to 
their mental capacity. There is a vast 
difference in the _ spiritual condition of 
both. The first one comes prepared for 
an examination, the other one prepared for 
life. If a drizzly rain goes down for 
some time on dry land, it will soak 
deeply into the soil and stay there. If 
the same amount of water comes down 
as a shower, it will penetrate little into 
the ground, collect on’ the surface and 
run off. The drizzly rain applies to the 
college man and the shower to the other. 
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Can it be expected that knowledge will 
stay for any length of time with the man 
of self-study, when it has been crammed 
into his mind in a short time just for the 
sake of passing the examination and only 
for that purpose? After the examination 
is over it will vanish, like alcohol out of 
a sponge. The college-bred man gets his 
knowledge a little at a time, often re- 
peated, well explained and supported by 
practical experiments. Such knowledge 
“stays.” “Good luck” always plays an im- 
portant role with the self-studied candi- 
date, when he presents himself for the 
State examination. After examination, the 
man of college breeding will watch the 
progress of Pharmacy, as he goes along 
in life, and keep posted by reading pro- 
fessional papers. A good scientific foun- 
dation enables him to do that. The not 
college trained candidate forgets soon 
many of the things which overcrowd his 
brain and which he can only remember 
for a certain time, reads seldom or never 
pharmaceutical journals and takes little in- 
terest in what is going on outside of his 
drug store. Just as it takes a good foun- 
dation to put up a large building, so it 
takes the best of training to build up 
knowledge to last for life. This explains 
why we have good pharmacists and poor 
ones. 


The pharmacists of European countries 
contribute considerable towards the evolu- 
tion of pharmacy. Six years of high school 
learning, three years’ apprenticeship, two 
years of university training—eleven years 
in all—are responsible for it. Such 
thorough training is not established for 
fancy, but because it is considered neces- 
sary. Less training will not give to the 
people the service to which they are en- 
titled under present conditions. Why 
should the American pharmacist limp at 
the end of the procession, as far as 
knowledge is concerned and give the Amer- 
ican public less good service than they get 
abroad? If the contents of the _ phar- 
maceutical magazines from all over the 
world are compared, it will readily be seen 
that the United States do not contribute 
their proper share to the world’s progress 
in pharmacy, and that the individual phar- 
macist in the States does not take on the 
average as personal an interest in the wel- 
fare of his profession as they do elsewhere. 
The great bulk of papers read at State 
meetings or written for journals in our 
day is not worth the paper they are writ- 
ten on, and the scientific side is very much 
neglected. What is needed is real knowl- 
edge. 
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The effective waiting on the sick plays 
an important part in the maintenance of 
public health. 

May the State Board of Piles pro- 
prietors and clerks get together and unite 
for the purpose of having that much- 
needed improvement—the college prereq- 
uisite for pharmacists—passed by the leg- 
islative bodies. : 


THE GROWING OF GOLDEN SEAL 
OR HYDRASTIS. 


By JOHN T. WELCH. 


Its range naturally, is about the same 
as that of ginseng. It extends from 
Southern Canada, on the north, to the 
mountains of Georgia and to Mississippi, 
on the south, and from the Atlantic, on 
the east, to the tier of States on the 
west of the Mississippi, west. In some 
- instances it has been found in altitude 
of 2500 feet. 

Three things Golden Seal must have, 
namely, rich soil, shade and drainage. 
The richer the soil the better, though 
- stable manure, not well rotted, or acid 
phosphate seems highly injurious. The 
amount of shade required is governed 
by the season and the location of the 
garden as to its exposure to the sun. 

Seal is easier to grow than ginseng. 
It is not subject to so many diseases, nor 
is it apt to be attacked by insects or 
other animals, and we have never found 
that it needed spraying. 

Seal beds should be kept free from 
grass and weeds, but it thrives well 
associated with ginseng. 

Hydrastis has two methods of prop- 
agation, namely, from divided rhizomes 
and from the seed. Seal cuttings are 
often planted too deep. 

Care of the seed is very important. 
The berry containing the seed of which 
there are often as many as forty seeds 
in one berry, has so much sugar that 
fermentation takes place very rapidly, 
and any heat that is produced by fer- 
mentation will destroy the germination 
of the seed. 

In August. or September, 1912, I 
visited a friend at Somerset, Ky., to 
whom I shipped some seal a year before. 
We went to the express office to receive 
a shipment of seal berries ($60.00 


worth). When my friend opened the: 


box and found the seed heated he looked 
as if his wife was dead. None of that 


shipment grew and they were shipped 


by a prominent grower. 


We have obtained the best results by 


mashing the pulp and washing the seed 
from the mass and immediately planting 
in moist dirt and covering about one 
inch deep. The dirt should contain 
much well-rotted damp wood and leaf 
mold. These two are natural fertilizers 
for seal. Seal berries or seed should 
not be allowed to dry. Though seed 
may be separated from the berry when 
gathered and mixed with large quantity 
of damp sand and kept in a cool place 
till October, then sown: broadcast and 
covered about one inch. The seed begin 
to germinate and crack open in October 


and November. 
The seedlings are very delicate the 


first year and there is much danger of 


their becoming too dry, or choked by 


weeds, or being pulled up when the 
weeds are pulled up. See. | 
When two years old they should be 
transplanted to good loose, rich soil, 
where not too dry, yet not swampy or 
muddy. Set about 8 inches each way 
and let stand two years more, then 
taken up and rhizomes broken into 
about one inch pieces and transplanted 
again. Unless it is intended to grow for 
the dry market, then it should stay in 
beds three or four years. 
After a certain time the rhizomes rot 
out completely and leave the fibers to 
form new bunches, which they generally 
do. Sometimes one bunch will have 
fifteen large buds on the rhizomes and 
often twenty small buds on the fibers. 
Seal roots should never be exposed 


long to the air if intended for planting..- 


A: few minutes’ wind or sunshine will 
destroy a bunch of seal so far as the 
growing is concerned. 

If seal is handled while frozen it de- 
cays before it will dry unless artificial 
heat is employed.

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FERMENTS AND FERMENTATIONS.

b. Parachymosin.—The rennet of the 
human stomach and that of the hog 
differ from that of other animals. es- 
pecially do they differ from that of the 
calf and sheep. Thunberg found that 
the rennet of hog pepsin does not 
coagulate slightly acid milk when neu- 
tralized by alkali, but will do so when 
such milk is neutralized by means of 
carbonate of lime; whereas calf rennet 
shows no such difference in behavior. 
It is therefore presumed that in addi- 
tion to’ordinary chymosin, the pepsin 
of man and of. the hog contains a 
modified rennet to which the name 
parachymosin has been given. Para- 
chymosin is more resistant to heat than 
chymosin as it is still active at 75° C, 
while it is much more susceptible to 
alkalies. Heating hog pepsin to 70° C 
destroys the chymosin and leaves the 
parachymosin still active, or the para- 
chymosin may be destroyed by means of 
alkalies too weak to affect the chymosin. 


c. Vegetable Rennet—A milk curd- 
ling ferment occurs in various plants. 
Galium verum is used to curdle milk, 
also Pinguicula vulgaris, Drosera and 
Carica papaya. The seeds of Witharia 
coagulans, a plant found in India. and 
Africa, are used by the Hindus for 


coagulating milk, their religion forbid- 


ding the use of animal substances. Ger- 
minating seeds of Ricinus communis 
contain rennet in the form of the zymo- 
gen which is activated by dilute acids. 
Rennet also occurs in figs,. artichokes, 
thistle, and in other plants. The fruit 
of Acanthosicyos horrida, of South Af- 
rica, contains a rennet which is said to 
be soluble in 60 per cent. alcohol. Nu- 
merous species of bacteria; form milk 
curdling ferments, among others Bac- 
illus Amylobacter, B. mesentericus vul- 
gatus, B. prodigiosus and B. cholerae. 


_¢. -Pectase-——This enzyme causes the 
coagulation of pectin in plants contain- 
ing this substance. It is widely dis- 
tributed among higher plants and also 
among cryptogams. It occurs in two 
forms, soluble, as in carrots, and in an 


insoluble form, as in acid fruits gener- 
ally. The ferment is active in the ab- 
sence of oxygen and it does not result 
in gas liberation, and is most active at 
30° C. Coagulation is most active in 
the presence of lime, though the process 
is also initiated by barium and strontium 
salts. Boiling or precipitating out the 
lime, hinders coagulation. Acids destroy 
the ferment. 


d. Fibrin ferment.— This ferment 
causes the coagulation of blood. It 
occurs in the blood of all animals ex- 
cepting in. “bleeders” in which it is 
absent, a condition causing much trouble 


in checking hemorrhages resulting from 


even very trivial injuries and opera- 
tions. It is supposed that under certain 
conditions the fibrinogen is split into 
fibrin and globulin. The fibrin and 
globulin can readily be separated, as is 
done in the manufacture of concentrated 
diphtheria antitoxin. 


There are many phases of blood coag- 
ulation which are as yet not understood. 
Those interested will find fuller discus- 
sions in modern works on human coded 
ology and anatomy. 


e. Agglutinins and Prectpitins.— 
These problematical enzymes are found 
in the blood of animals. The former 
cause the bacterial lumping as in the 
Widal test for typhoid fever. The latter 
cause the formation of precipitates in 
blood. Both are specific in nature and 
have been more fully discussed else- 
where. It is highly questionable whether 
these agents should be classed as coagu- 


lating ferments. 


3. Starch Sphiting or Gitiai Form- 
ing Ferments. Under this head are 
included those highly important ferments 
which act upon carbohydrates, splitting 
them up into simpler compounds. The 
fermentations due to these enzymes are 
simple hydrolytic processes, analogous to 
those caused by dilute acids. One of 
the most common end products is glu- 
cose. 

The starch splitting ferments are 
widely distributed in the vegetable as 
well as the animal kingdom and they 
play a most important part in domestic 
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economy. They bear the same relation- 
ship to carbohydrates that the _ pro- 
teolytic ferments bear to proteid sub- 
stances. 

The activity of starch ferments 1s 
tested in various ways. Complete diges- 
tion of starch is indicated by the absence 
of the iodine reaction. The optical be- 
havior of the substance undergoing fer- 
mentation is also an indication as to 
the nature and identity of the ferment. 
Of interest is the auxanographic method 
proposed by Beyerinck. If, for example, 
it is desired to know if glucose has been 
formed, the substance is inoculated with 
a fungus which will develop upon glu- 
cose (as Saccharomyces apiculatus) but 
not upon maltose. Fehling’s test and 
other sugar reactions may also be used. 

The saccharine substances formed 
vary in composition in the amount of 
reduced sugar present, in the character 
and degree of polarization (rotation), 
etc. | 

The different starches as of rice, bar- 
ley, wheat, potato, etc., do not digest or 
ferment at the same rate at a given 
temperature. For example at 50°C 
diastase will digest 12% barley starch, 
2% corn starch and 29% malt starch; at 
55°C, 5% potato starch, 53% barley 
starch and 58% malt starch; at 60°C 
52%, potato starch, 92% barley starch 
and 18% corn starch. At very low 
temperatures diastase has only a very 
slight effect upon raw potato starch, 
while barley and wheat starches are 
quite actively digested.

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SCIENTIFIC NOTES 


Death of Weismann. 


August Weismann, zoologist and biol- 
ogist, died November 6 after a short ill- 
ness, at the age of 81. He was one of 
the most distinguished German naturalists 
of the present period, and had taken first 
place among the investigators of the Dar- 
winian theory of evolution. Originally he 
studied medicine. After passing his state 
examination, he was for a time an assist- 
ant at the medical clinic at Rostock. Then 
he went to foreign countries for further 
practical education, and his interest in 
zoology led him gradually to devote him- 
self exclusively to this field. He became 
a pupil of Leuckart at Giessen and in 
1863 he joined the faculty of Freiburg in 
zoology and comparative anatomy, and in 
spite of frequent honorable calls else- 
where he never left this university. Weis- 
mann devoted his scientific lifework al- 
most exclusively to the grounding and 
further development of the theory of the 
evolution of species, and in this field 
again he preferably devoted himself to 
one of the most difficult and disputed 
biologic problems, that of heredity. Dar- 
win had adopted as a temporary hypothesis 
for the explanation of the inheritance of 
peculiarities the theory of pangenesis, 
which in its basic principles goes back 
to Hippocrates. This theory teaches that 
from all parts of an organism material 
contributions pass into the juices of pro- 
creation so that the latter, to a certain ex- 


tent, consist of a concentrated extract of 


the former. He assumed in this that a 
living organism had the power of trans- 
mitting to its progeny those peculiarities 
which it had acquired for the first time in 
the course of its individual existence. He 
regarded this as an essential factor in the 
further development of the characteristics 
of a species and the formation of new 
species. | 

The numerous difficulties which the Dar- 
win theory of heredity had encountered 
led Weismann to more or less successful 
researches to remove its defects and par- 
ticularly to secure comprehensible mor- 
phologic ideas of the manner in which 
the elements passing from the entire or- 
ganism to the sexual cells are to be re- 
garded as active. One of the most im- 


portant results of these investigations is 
the theory developed by. Weismann—in 


conjunction with Jager, Galton and other 
investigators—of the continuity of the 
germ plasm. Whatever one may think of 


its explanatory value, this theory has been, 
at any rate, very fruitful and rich in re- 
sults by the stimulus which it has exerted, 
not only on biology, but also on pathol- 
ogy, natural philosophy and other sci- 


ences. 


On the basis of this theory, Weismann 
reaches an exactly opposite result to that 
of Darwin with regard to inheritance of 
acquired characters, since Darwin found 
no difficulty in assuming the posshibility 
of extensive modification of the germ ele- 
ments. In contrast with this, Weismann 
declared that the endogenous structure of 
the germ plasm, with which the function 
of heredity is connected, is unchangeable 
and stable. All those characters which — 
the individual in the course of his life has 
acquired from external sources—changes 
of organs, diseases, deformities, etc.—can- 
not, according to Weismann, be transmit- 
ted to the offspring. In numerous publi- 
cations Weismann expounded his theory, 
which provoked long discussions in the 
world of science, lasting even to. the 
present time. He published in 1892 “Das 
Keimplasma, eine Theorie der Vererbung,” 
and in 1902-1904, “Vortrage tber die Des- 
zendenztheorie.” Of more popular inter- 
est are two inspiring productions ‘Ueber 
die Dauer des Lebens” (1882), and “Leben 
und Tod” (1884)—“Length of Life,” and 
“Life and Death’—in which he sought to 
demonstrate that the length of life of in- 
dividuals is the result of natural selection, 
a phenomenon of adaptation which has 
been produced by the advantage which it 
affords for the maintenance of the species. 

August Weismann was not only a noted 
and thorough investigator but, what is not 
always associated with this, he was an 
excellent university teacher who enjoyed 
the highest regard of his hearers because 
of the wonderful clearness and distinctness 
of his address.—Journ. A. M. A., Dec. 19, 
1914. 


Colloidal Sulphur. 


It is said that in this form the sulphur 
is physiologically more active than inthe 
ordinary form sublimed or precipitated 
sulphur. Colloidal sulphur is soluble in 
water; it is also readily absorbed from 
the alimentary tract. 


The preparation of colloidal sulphur is 
quite simple. Sulphuretted hydrogen gas 
(H.S) is passed for some time into a 
solution of sulphurous acid. Flakes of 
sulphur, temporarily insoluble on account 
of the acidity of the solution, but not 
coagulated, form a deposit at the bottom 


of the vessel. The acid solution is then 


decanted, and distilled water added to the

sulphur, which at once dissolves. Dialysis 


of the solution of sulphur removes the. 


remaining traces of acid, thus completing 
the process. The strength of the solu- 
tion is adjusted so as to represent 0.2 
Gm. in each 15 Ce. (about 6 grains to the 
fluid ounce). The dose varies from a 
teaspoonful to a tablespoonful, given be- 
fore the morning and evening meal.—Pre- 
scriber, 1914, p. 282. | 


“Ropy” Milk.—Milk that has stood for 
a time, even in a good refrigerator, some- 
times acquires a slimy or “ropy” ‘con- 
sistency quite unlike that of ordinary rich 


milk. Cream separates slowly from slimy 
milk and sometimes does not rise at all; 


hence milk in this condition is unfit for 
the production of butter. Of course, 
“ropy” milk is far from appetizing and 
yet, strange to say, it is generally whole- 
some. Many people have an idea that 
the ropy consistency of milk is due to 
adulteration or to preservatives added to 
increase its “keeping” qualities in hot 
weather. This theory is wrong, as can 
be proved by testing for the various pre- 
servatives and adulterants. There are 
about a dozen different forms of bac- 
teria, occasionally found in milk, any one 
of which produces the changes described 
above. One of these, a bacillus named 
after Gillebeau, causes an inflammation of 
the cow’s udder which makes the milk 
ropy before it is discharged. Another 
germ, one of the micrococci, produces 
sliminess within five hours after milking. 
The other bacteria causing this form of 
deterioration require longer times for 
their action, varying usually with the 
temperature of the standing milk. Some 
of these germs develop a bitter or dis- 
agreeable taste along with the change in 
consistency.—Dietetic and Hygienic Ga- 
zette. 


Permanent Preecriptien Label Number. 


According to H. A. Sharpe (Bull. Pharm., 
1914, p. 431), very often numbers on pre- 
scription labels become mutilated beyond 
recognition. To obviate this difficulty, al- 
ways write the number also on the bottle 
with a Faber’s blue pencil for glass, china, 
and metal, and right over this number 
paste the label. The numbers made with 
the pencil should be about % inch high. 
By holding the bottle up to the light the 
numbers apear perfectly clear, especially 
so if the label is stuck on thoroughly. 
The labels may be entirely torn off, and 
the numbers still remain. However, the 
numbers may be removed, too, by vigor- 
ously rubbing them with a little alcohol.— 
Merck’s Report. 


Organism of Scarlatina. 

A polymorphic organism found almost 
constantly on the tongue and in the throat 
of scarlatina patients is described and 
figured by J. Cantacuzene (Pharm. Journ., 
No. 2658, p. 425). They occur either as 
isolated individuals or as zoogloea. They 
are colored by most basic stains; are im- 
mobile; are decolorized by Gram’s method, 
and vary enormously in size. They may 
be grown best on the surface of solid 
media containing serum or defibrinated 
blood. Pure cultures are obtained from 
the contents of the miliary vesicles of the 
eruption which is a complication of the 
disease. When the pure culture thus ob- 
tained was introduced under the skin in 
the peritoneum of Rhesus monkeys a fever 
having all the typical symptoms and post- 
mortem features of human scarlatina fol- 
lowed.—Merck’s Report. 


Removing Mildew From Linen. 
(L. H.—95/23).—Mix soft soap with 
powdered starch, half as much table salt, 


and the juice of a lemon to make a thin 


paste. Spread this mixture thickly with 
a stiff brush on both sides of the. mil- 
dewed cloth, and then lay the fabric on 
the grass in the sun. Repeat the opera- 
tion two or three times a day, leaving the 
cloth out overnight, as is done in bleach- 
ing. At the end of the operation, a rins- 
ing with clean water will show if the stain 


has been completely removed. The fol- 


lowing should only be tried in the event 
of the above proving unsuccessful:—Make 
a very weak solution of chlorinated lime 
in water (about a heaped teaspoonful to a 
quart of water), strain carefully and dip 
the spot on the garment into the liquid. 
If the stain does not disappear quickly, 
lay the cloth in the sun for a few min- 
utes, or dip it again into the liquid. Final- 
ly, rinse thoroughly with clean water.— 
Pharm. Journ. & Pharmacist. 


When kept under proper’ conditions 
diphtheria and tetanus antitoxins do not 
lose their activity upon long storage, but 
they do undergo some change which re- 
duces the anaphylactic shock. Serums 
which have been kept ten years were 
found to produce no appreciable reaction 
after injection, though active in producing 
immunity. This suggests that the older 
serums are safer than fresh.—Merck’s Re- 
port. |

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THE WAR REVENUE ON PER- 
FUMERY. 


Perfumery and cosmetics and other 


sumiar articles—For and upon every 
packet, box, bottle, pot, phial, or other 
inclosure containing any essence, extract, 
toilet water, cosmetic, vaseline, petro- 
latum, hair oil, pomade, hair dressing, 
hair restorative, hair dye, tooth wash, 
dentifrice, tooth paste, aromatic cachous, 
or any similar substance or article, by 
whatesoever name the same heretofore 
have been, now are, or may hereafter 


be called, known, or distinguished, used, 


or applied as perfumes or as cosmetics, 
and sold or removed for consumption 
and sale in the United States, where 
such packet, box, bottle, pot, phial, or 
other inclosure, with its contents, shall 
not exceed at the retail price or value 
the sum of 5 cents, one-eighth of 1 
cent. | 

Where such packet, box, bottle, pot, 
phial, or other inclosure, with its con- 
tents, shall exceed the retail price or 
value of 5 cents, and shall not exceed 
the retail price or value of 10 cents, 
two-eighths of 1 cent. 

Where such packet, box, bottle, pot, 
phial or other inclosure, with its con- 
tents, shall exceed the retail price or 
value of 10 cents, and shall not exceed 
the retail price or value of 15 cents, 
three-eighths of 1 cent. 

Where such packet, box, bottle, pot, 
phial, or other inclosure, with its con- 
tents, shall exceed the retail price or 
value of 15 cents, and shall not exceed 
the retail price or value of 25 cents, 
five-eighths of 1 cent. And for each 
additional 25 cents of retail price or 
value or fractional part thereof in ex- 
cess of 25 cents, five-eighths of 1 cent. 

That all articles and preparations pro- 
vided for in this schedule which are in 
the hands of manufacturers or of whole- 
sale or retail dealers on and after De- 
cember 1, 1914, shall be subject to the 
payment of the stamp taxes herein pro- 


vided for, but it shall be deemed a 
compliance with this act as to such 
articles on hand in the hands of whole- 
sale or retail dealers as aforesaid who 
are not the manufacturers thereof to 
afhx the proper adhesive tax stamp at 
the time the packet, box, bottle, pot, or 
phial, or other inclosure with its con- 
tents is sold at retail. 


FRAUDS IN SALES OF DISINFECT- 
ANTS. 

The public is beginning to realize that 
one of the most serious humbugs of which 
it is the victim is the sale of disinfectants 
which are either entirely worthless or of 
very doubtful value. This is a ‘matter 
not only of dollars and cents, but of life 
and death. It is believed that thousands 
of lives are sacrificed in the United States 
every year because the laws in most States 
permit the sale of disinfectants which do 


not disinfect. 


It is quite evident that State control 
of disinfectants is as vital to the public 
welfare as enforcement of the pure food 
laws. Yet the law as it now stands in 
every State except Maryland permits the 
market to be flooded with preparations 
which have no efficiency whatever in kill- 
ing disease germs. Many of the most 
widely advertised disinfectants are, it is 
charged, practically devoid of effect on 
germs and wholly so when diluted as rec- 
ommended by their manufacturers. 

To remedy this situation in New York 
State a bill is to be introduced at the 
next session of the Legislature to stand- 
ardize disinfectants and place their manu- 
facture and sale under strict official con- 
trol. The proposed law will require every 
disinfectant made or sold in the State to 
bear a label stating its power over germs 
as compared with that of pure carbolic: 
acid. 


British Empire Adopts Metric System 
for Drugs. 


Recent reports from London state that 
the metric system of weights and meas- 
ures will become the standard for drug 
stores, the drug trade and physicians in 
all parts of the British’ Empire, with the 
new year, when the new British Phar- 
macopoeia went into effect. The new 
pharmacopoeia discards the old system of 
weights and measures. 
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REPORT OF THE BUREAU OF 
FOODS AND DRUGS FOR 
OCTOBER, 1914. 
M. E. JAFFA, Director. 

During the month of October, up- 
wards of one hundred samples of foods 
and drugs were received for examina- 
tion and analysis. Of these about 
twenty-five samples were of drugs, mis- 
cellaneous in character. A number of 
samples of aromatic spirits of ammonia 
have been examined, and it is to be re- 
gretted that most of these are still be- 
low the standard required. There 
should not be any reason for the poor 
quality of this drug because if it is 
made and kept in accordance with the 
rules and regulations indicated by the 
pharmacopeeia, the strength will not de- 
teriorate appreciably. This is indicated 
by results of examinations made in this 
laboratory. The samples of ammonia 
had been properly made in accordance 
with the directions given in tlie phar- 
macopeeia, and analyzed weekly. For 
the past nine weeks there has been prac- 
tically no loss whatever. During. the 
first two weeks there was a loss of less 
than 1 per cent. Since that time there 
has been practically no loss, indicating 
that if the drug is correctly made and 
properly kept, the quality will not be 
appreciably below that of the standard. 
—California State Board of Health. 


GERMANY LIFTS EMBARGO ON 
POTASH AND BEET SEED. 
Germany is willing to permit ship- 
ments of potash and beet seed to the 
United States. Although Germany 
has declared a general export em- 
bargo on products to foreign coun- 
tries, it is said that the Imperial Gov- 
ernment has the discretionary power 
to raise the embargo wherever. it is 
shown to be of benefit to German 

commerce. 

At the outbreak of the war consid- 
erable difficulty was experienced in 
obtaining dye-stuffs from Germany. 
Negotiations were begun which re- 
sulted:in the bringing of two cargoes 
of dye-stuffs to the United States, and 


it is understood that Germany is ready 


to send us more. Cyanide and chemi- - 
cals have also been placed in the 
same classification with dye-stuffs. 
These, likewise, can be obtained from 
Germany for use in the United States. 


War Tax on Products Manufactured Retail. 


Under the present war revenue 
act the tax stamps must be affixed to 
all products manufactured by the re- 
tail pharmacist. This applies to hair 


tonics, cough mixtures, pomades for 
hair dressing, beautifiers of all kinds, 
advertised soaps, mouth washes, lini- 
€tC., 


Registration of the Ingredients of 
Medicines. 


According to the revised sanitary 
code of the city of New York it will 
become necessary to register every 
ingredient of proprietary medicines 
sold within the city limits. The regis- 
trations are to be filed with the city 
board of health. The new law will go 
into effect December 31, 1915. 


The European War is Blamed for Much. 


The following news item appeared 
in the Review of Sandpoint, Idaho: 
“H. M. Parrish is embarking on a 
new business. He will engage in fur- 
nishing drug manufacturers with the 
roots of the dandelion and the Oregon 
grape, this supply being shut off by 
the war.” ‘This is indeed news to us. 
We have not detected any Germans 
raiding the dandelion crop in our front 
yard. We should think that President 
Wilson would look into the seizure 
(presumably by the Allies) of the Ore- 
gon grape crop in Oregon, for this 
is distinctly in violation of the Mon- 
roe Doctrine. 


To Solidify Alcohol. 


No doubt many readers have seen the 
handy little stoves using as fuel a solidi- 
fied form of alcohol. For the camper 
or traveler this provides an exceedingly 
convenient and practical source of heat 
in limited quantities. 
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To make the fuel, heat 500 parts of 
90 per cent. denatured alcohol over a 
water bath to about 140 degrees F. and 
add to it 1 part of gum lac and 15 parts 
of dry Venetian soap. To facilitate dis- 
solution, the soap should be finely grated 
and the solution will require repeated 
shaking. 

Before the solution has cooled, it 
should be poured into small metallic 
cans which are then closed with tightly- 
fitting covers. On cooling, the mixture 
will be quite solid and may be ignited 
in its receptacle which thus forms the 


burner of the stove. The flame is ex-. 


tinguished by replacing the cover of the 
can. The residue, after the spirit has 
been exhausted, is the soap which may 
be used over again.—Popular Electricity. 


More Dangerous Than the Fly. 


Time flies and: “fly time” will soon be 
here. The summer pest is recognized as 
dangerous and various means of lessening 
its activities are used. “Swatting” the fly 
is effective to the insect swatted, but it is 
a nasty process and is calculated ‘to scat- 
ter any disease germs the victim may 
carry. Fly poisons are more dangerous 
than flies. These usually contain arsenic 
to which sugar is added, and the sweet 
taste attracts children from two to six 
years of age. In July and August last 
year, 35 children were thus poisoned, five 
of whom died, and in three months and a 
half 45 were poisoned, nine fatally. Arse- 
nic is one of the most dangerous and in- 
sidious poisons, and when it is dressed up 


as something sweet to suck or nice to. 


drink, the little ones are in the gravest 
danger. | 

If there was no other way of banishing 
the disgusting and dangerous fly than by 
swatting it or endangering the lives of 
children, then humanity would have a 
plague indeed. But there is a way that 
causes no disgust, no sickness, no death, 
no fear when the children are out of 
mother’s sight. “Tanglefoot” fly paper, a 
sheet coated with a very strong adhesive 
substance, catches the fly at once. The 
more the insect struggles the more firmly 
is it bound until it is covered with the 
sticky material. There are no dead flies 
falling here and there, or lying around. 
The work of banishing the fly is done 
cleanly and safely. “Tanglefoot” is the 
only rational remedy for the fly danger, 
and its cost is so small that fly poisons 


should be prohibited by law, as unneces- 
sary, and a menace to health and life.

Graduation from 
an accredited High School was strong- 
ly recommended as the minimum pre- 
liminary requirement to enter upon 
the work in the college of pharmacy. 
It was unanimously agreed that the 
college of pharmacy should be well 
equipped and that the heads of de- 
partments in such colleges should be 


masters in their special lines. Mr. 


Lengfeldt approved the one-year drug 
store experience as a requirement for 
graduation from the college of phar- 
macy, but in this he met with the 
opposition of the other members who 
took part in the discussion, it being 
their opinion that the college could 
not assume the responsibility of the 
drug store experience, that that was a 
matter for the state boards of phar- 
macy to pass upon. It was further 
agreed that the manner of administra- 
tion of the college of pharmacy was a 
most important factor in the efficiency 
of the work done in such institutions. 

Mr. Lengfeldt called attention to a 
recent bulletin from the research labo- 
ratory of Parke, Davis & Co., in which 
potassium tellurite is recommended as 
an indicator of microbe contamination. 
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A fuller discussion of this most in- 
teresting report will be had at the 
February meeting of the branch. Mr. 
Lengfeldt was appointed a committee 
of one to consult with the manage- 
ment of the Inside Inn of the Panama- 
Pacific International Exposition with 
a view to arranging an entertainment 
to be. given by the San Francisco 
branch of the A. Ph. A. to the visit- 
ing delegates of the A. Ph. A. in the 
month of August (9-14), 1915. 

The next meeting of the branch will 
be held on the evening of February 
9th (8 p. m.) in the office of the Pa- 
cific Pharmacist. The special subject 


for the evening will be “The Stand- |

Harrison Anti-Narcotic Bill: This has 
passed both branches of Congress and 
becomes a law in effect March Ist, 1915, 
when the President has signed it. Briefly, 
this law provides that every person who 
produces, imports, manufactures, com- 
pounds, deals in, dispenses, sells, dis- 
tributes or gives away Opium or Cocoa 
Leaves, or any compound, manufacture, 
salt, derivative or preparation. thereof, 
shall register with the Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue of his district, giving his 
name or style and place of business at the 
time of registry, and on or before the first 
day of July annually thereafter he shall 
pay a special tax at the rate of $1.00 per 
annum. Sales can be made only on the 


written order of the person to whom sold,

War Revenue Stamps.—Communications 
arriving daily from manufacturers and pro- 
prietors indicate that a large number will 
absorb the war tax without price advance. 
Some will make arbitrary advances and 
others only to cover cost of prescribed 
stamp. Foreign perfumes will probably 
take the latter course. Though the law 
does not require that jobbers stamp other 
than their own proprietary articles, this 
house has voluntarily elected to assume 
a portion of the burden of this taxation. 
Beginning with this date all taxable arti- 
cles sent out by us will bear or be accom- 
panied by the requisite stamp, and where 
the proprietor or manufacturer has de- 
clined to reimburse us to cover stock now 


on hand, we ourselves will assume the cost.
